signed articles to fight the. gigantic 
regro champion. Jack Johnson, sports 
n.en all over .the country shook their 
hi-ads at what they termed the un 
i,qual chances Ketchell was taking 
in meeting a man eb much bigger in 
every way. 


.There is no fighter in 
the world 


who has the cleverness of 
Johnson 


and his defense is one of the wonders 
of the ring. It is claimed that only 
one man ever approached him in ring 
craft and that man is James J. Cor- 
bett known as the cleverest exponent 
of the hit and get away game that 
ever clambered into the ring. 


Though 
everyone 
conceded 
his 


garneness in matching himself against 
Johnson, few gave Ketchell a chance 
in battle with the colored champion! 
Everyone admired the 
daring 
and 


" courage of the white boy, who, out- 


weighed by nearly fifty pounds, was 
willing to put himself against John- 
son. 


The fight aroused more interest all 


over; the country than 
any 
contest 


arranged in years. On the afternoon 
of the fight, the arena at Colma was 
packed with a. howling mob, the ma- 
jority of whom were there to root 
for the white man, not because they 
did not admire Johnson as a fighter, 
but because courage such as Ketch- 
ell displaying, won their admiration. 


The battle itself was a 
wonderful 


one, 
full of sensational fighting. The 


middleweight 
champion 
Ketchtll, 


hurled 
himself 
against 
Johnson, 


round after round, never giving 
an 


inch, though the long reach and won- 
derful headwork of 
Johnson, pre- 


vented tanley from doing much dam- 
age. 
For eleven rounds the fight 


raged, with Ketchell doing all 
the 


fighting. Suddenly, in tiie last round, 
Ketcheli started a terrific swing, as 
lie had done a dozen times before 
and which he had missed. But this 
time it landed with a terrific impact 
on Johnson's left ear, and the champ- 
ion was stretched out on the floor of 
the ring. The audience grew hyster- 
iea! and the sudden turn, and when 
Johnson, suddenly, 
arising, stitch-

seen.. From this it was argued that 
the men, unable to escape when the 
lire wns discovered, retreated to Borne 
extremity of the mine, currying their 
food .with them.

still-breathing when found was pro- 
nounced dead by tho physicians of 
the hospital car and his body was re- 
moved to the morgue. The body was 
still warm, and this led to the belief 
of the rescuers that he was 
alive. 


While uncertain as to the time of his 
death, the doctors hellovo It occurred 
at least twelve hours before tho body 
was plnced on the stretcher.

the wood beneath contracts or es- 
parids at a "different rate. This splin- 
ters the varnish, and thus far no man- 
ufacturer has been able to get the 
best of the situation. 


"We are waiting for this entirely 


possible elastic varnish, -which, when 
it shall come, will he more wcjcome to 
the manufacturers of flne furniture 
than the flying machine is to the world 
at large. A piano, delicate as it is, 
could be stored in an icehouse without 
detriment to its polished surface, pro- 
vided tbe temperature was kept even, 
but changes, especially if sudden, are 
fatal to the beauty of tho case."—
